SUPPE  AN  EPICURE. 

Th#  Cem poser  Found  Amassment  In  Plan¬ 
ning  Dainty  Viand*. 

It  appear*  that  the  late  Frans  von  8up- 
pe  was,  like  Rossini,  a  great  epicure.  He 
even  wrote  a  cookbook.  Being  of  Italian 
descent,  ho  always  showed  a  preference  for 
the  cuisine  of  Italy.  He  knew  all  the 
places  In  Vienna  where  good  Italian  wines 
were  to  be  had,  end  it  is  asserted  that  the 
motives  for  bis  trips  to  the  Italian  cities, 
far  a*  Naples,  a  few  year*  ago,  were 
gastronomic,  scenio  and  artistic  in  about 
equal  proportion*.  Ho  had  not  seen  Italy 
fdr  half  a  century:  and  wa*  surprised  to 
find  his  "  Fstinltxa  ’  aud ‘’Boccaccio’ ’  so

hU  most  famous  orchestral  piece,  the  over¬ 
ture  to  “Poet  and  Passant’ ’  (which  has 
been  arranged  for  B9  different  combina¬ 
tions  of  instruments),  was  sold  by  him  for 
80  florins  (about  $8).  For  hi*  song,  “O 
Ju  Mein  Oesterrelch,  ”  on  the  other  hand, 
be  received  40,000  florins. 

He  always  enjoyed. excellent,  health,  and 
was  a  great  worker  till  a  few  years  ago, 
when  his  eyesight  failed  and  the  loss  of 
his  only  son  prostrated  him.  He  knew  al¬ 
most  all  the  great  musicians  of  his  time, 
and  in  his  villa  at  Gars  the  rooms  are 
adorned  with  portrait*  of  Hosilni,  Meyer¬ 
beer,  Lortzlng,  Wagner  and  others  with 
autograph  dedication*.  His  oonvlvlallty  is 
illustrated  by  an  Incident  which  be  often 
related.  Affair  the  first  performance  of 
Lortxlng’s  "  Waffenschinied”  In  Vienna, 
he  went  with  the  composer  to  a  tavern  to 
celebrate  the  event.  They  “celebrated”  90 
continuous  hours,  till  Lortxlng  suddenly 
remembered  that  he  must  go  to  oonduot 
the  second  performance.  He  was  just  so¬ 
ber  enough  to  know  that  he  was  not  sober 
enough  to  dolt,  *0  Suppe,  whooould  stand 
more,  volunteered  to  take  his  place.  But 
the  performance  came  to  grief  all  the  same. 
—New  York  Poet.

Municipal  Ownership  of  Pub* 
lie  Utilities.

The  greaUtet  inducement  to  public 
nmmazugdment  ot  city  affairs  is  the 
idiotic  practice  of  permitting  private 
individuals  and  corporations  to  en- 
rieh  themselves  by  controlling  public 
utilities.  Public  control  will  alone 
remove  such  a  cause  of  exploiting  the 
public.  If  we  only  stop  to  think  a 
little  wo  will  see  bow  absurd  it  is 
for  a  city  to  grade  and  pave  its  streets 
at  great  expense,  and  keep  them  in 
repair  by  taxing  the  people,  and  then 
to  grant  tbe  use  of  a  portion 'of  these 
same  streets  to  a  private  corporation, 
which  forthwith  proceeds  to  lay  down 
tracks  or  gas  or  water  mains,  and 
make  big  dividends  out  of  the  people. 
Such  business  conduct  is  worthy  of  a 
Pacific  Islander ’a  brain. 

Berlin,  Germany,  is  said  to  be  the 
best  governed  city  iu  tbe  world.  Its 
streets  are  tbe  deanest,  its  pavement 
tbe  best,  yet  Berlin,  by  owning  the 
gas  works,  electric  lights,  water  works, 
street  railways,  city  telephones,  and 
even  tb<  fire  insurance,  iu'fsct  ull  the 
public  improvement-,  iiiskiy  a  profit 
every  yegr  of  G.OOO.UOO  mark*!  nr 
$1,250,000  over  i.W  liei  expense*. 

Although  the  B- rliu  -troot  raiiw.tr 
(S’ndt  Babu'  cost  nUiut  $2.00,0$0  a 
i,  ber  citizeu*  pin  title  a  di-lance 
of  5  miles  as  in  toy  times  each  day, 
for  305  dsys  as  they  wish  for  only 
$4.50.  It  ousts  $30  to  ride  tbe  same 
distance  on  the  Elevated  railway  in 
New  York  city  to  aud  from  work  each 
day. 

In  tbe  city  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  it 
costs  only  two  cents  to  ride  on  the 
municipal  street  railways.  Tbe  street 
cleaning  in  Deuver  is  managed  by  the 
city  at  an  expense  of  $8.75  per  mile 
per  day,  while  it  costs  Chicago,  which 
has  the  contract  system,  $22  per  mile 
_ It 

fares  could  be  reduced  to  2  oents. 

Staunton,  Va  ,  which  owns  its  elec 
trie  plant,  burns  teu  honra  every 
night  for  $24  per  light  per  year. 
Tbe  city  of  Peoria.  IU.,  pay*  $145  a 
rear  for  light  when  the  moon  don’t 
shine,  while  Bloomington,  IU  ,  having 
no  better  advantages  in  fuel  or  otbkr 
supplies,  but  owning  its  plant  haa, 
240  lights  burning  all  night  withpui 
regard  to  the  moon,  at  $50  eaoh 
year.  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.,  owns  its  own 
plant,  furnishing  light  all  night  and 
every  night  for  $36.50  »ach  per  year 
The  average  prioe  paid  to  private 
parties  by  tbe  various  citieb  is  $106.18 
per  light  per  year.  Tbe  same  ser¬ 
vice  performed  directly  under  tnunici 
pal  management  averages  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  a  cpst  of  $52.12  1.2.  Boston 
pays  to  a  private  corporation  the 
enormous  sum  of  $180  p?r  light,  but 
Chicago,  which  owns  a  plant,  pays  for 
the  same  service  $65  a  year.  Man 
cheater  pays  $1 70  per  1,000  cubio 
feet  for  gas  which  it  might  have  for 
$1  if  tbe  city  manufactured  tbe  gas. 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  owns  the  gas  plant 
*nd  figures  tho  cost  of  gas  in  burner, 
including  leakage,  at  29J  cents  per 
1,000  cubic  feet.  Philadelphia  owns 
its  gas  plant  and  while  the  people 
enjoy  cheap  gas  the  city  makes  a  net 
profit  of  nea  ly  $1,000,000  a  year  be¬ 
sides  what  the  city  consumes  in  its 
public  buildings,  etc.,  which  reckoned 
at  $1.20  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  is  equal 
to  a  saving  of  $960,000,  or  a  total  net 
profit  to  the  city  of  over  $1,960,000 
each  year. 

A  report  of  the  N.  Y.  Senate  phows 
that  the  people  of  York  city 

under  private  ownerships  Ijhve  been 
bled  in  the  last  ten  yea  lb  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  $30,074,715.27  above  what 
they  ought  to  have  paid.  Municipal 
ownerships  in  the  United  States 
shows  a  net  saving  of  40  per  cent 
City  ownership  of  all  public  utilities 
is  a  necesaity.  Let  the  people  de- 
land  public  ownership  of  public  im¬ 
provements  and  they  will  Bave  more 
m-mey  each  year  than  all  the  total 
direct  taxes  now  paid.
